Large group receives Life 
Guard diploma

Last Thursday evening the 
Aruba Red Cross presented 
diplomas to various persons 
who followed their life guard 
course. There were 11 life 
guards who recieved the 
diploma. This, reportedly, 
was the first group to receive 
this diploma after many 


years. Those who took the 
course can be re-certified 
every two years. 

The Minister of Public 
Health had the honor of pre¬ 
senting the diplomas to the 
group. 

The particular course 
equips participants to become 


a Red Cross Certified Life¬ 
guard and had a duration of 5 
weeks, and is internationally 
recognized. 

Holders of the diploma can 
offer assistance in the event of 
any emergency, and they can 
assist paramedics on an am¬ 
bulance. In addition, accord¬ 
ing to Marla Dominguez, one 
of the instructors of the 
course, they can assist all 
paramedics. On Sundays the 
classes were conducted at the 
Olympics Pool where they 
practiced in the water and in 
the sea at the baby Beach. 

Mrs. Dominguez informed 
the participants that they 
were certified under the stan¬ 
dards of Life Savings of the 
USA. They can help in all 
emergency situations on land 
or at sea. Their task will be to 
stabilize someone until the 
ambulance arrives. The 
course requires that all certi¬ 
fied persons must train at 
least once per month for at 
least 4 hours so as to not for¬ 
get what they learned and to 
simply remain active. 

Congratulations is in order 
to all who passed the course 
and are now proud certified 
Life Guards!

CARACAS — Authorities in 
the state of Merida, south 
Venezuela, confirmed 125 
cases of influenza AH IN 1 in 
the region.

For his part, the secretary 
general of the state gover¬ 
nor's office, Luis Martinez, 
informed that 344 cases of al¬ 
leged influenza have been re¬ 
ported since May 20. 

Five people have died be¬ 


cause of the virus so far in 
Merida, according to local 
authorities. 

Authorities informed that, 
in view of the soccer game 
held yesterday in the region 
between Venezuela and El 
Salvador, a sanitary plan has 
been implemented.

Obama releases rules for 
US drone strikes 


Police make new arrests in London 
soldier killing 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - Pres¬ 
ident Barack Obama an¬ 
nounced yesterday he signed 
new policy guidance outlining 
when the United States can use 
"lethal force" to kill terror sus¬ 
pects abroad. 

Here are the main points of 
the policy guidelines, released 
by the White House, regulating 
the drone bombing raids — 
which until now have been 
carried out secretly by the Cen¬ 
tral Intelligence Agency in 
Pakistan, Yemen and Somalia. 

— Lethal force will not be 
used as punishment but "only 
to prevent or stop attacks 
against US persons, and even 
then, only when capture is not 
feasible and no other reason¬ 
able alternatives exist to ad¬ 
dress the threat effectively." 

— Resorting to force must 
have a legal basis and "only 
against a target that poses a 
continuing, imminent threat to 
US persons. 

"It is simply not the case 
that all terrorists pose a conti¬ 
nuing, imminent threat to US 
persons; if a terrorist does not 
pose such a threat, the United 
States will not use lethal 
force." 

— Before ordering lethal 
strikes, there must be: "near 
certainty" that the target is 
present, that civilian non-com¬ 


batants will not be injured or 
killed, an assessment that cap¬ 
ture is not feasible, an assess¬ 
ment the local government 
"cannot or will not effectively 
address the threat," and an as¬ 
sessment that no other "reason¬ 
able alternatives exist" to 
address the threat. 

— The United States will re¬ 
spect "sovereignty and interna¬ 
tional law." The laws of war 
and international legal princi¬ 
ples will "impose important 
constraints on the ability of the 
United States to act unilater¬ 
ally - and on the way in which 
the United States can use 
force." 

— If a terror suspect being 
targeted is identified as a US 
national, "the Department of 
Justice will conduct an addi¬ 
tional legal analysis to ensure 
that such action may be con¬ 
ducted against the individual 
consistent with the Constitu¬ 
tion and laws of the United 
States." 

— The administration as¬ 
serts a "reservation of autho¬ 
rity." The new procedures for 
lethal strikes "do not limit the 
President's authority to take ac¬ 
tion in extraordinary circum¬ 
stances when doing so is both 
lawful and necessary to protect 
the United States or its allies." 


LONDON (AFP) - British po¬ 
lice made two further arrests 
yesterday and raided houses 
across London following the 
brutal murder of a serving sol¬ 
dier who survived a tour of duty 
in Afghanistan. 

Prime Minister David 
Cameron appealed for calm 
after 25-year-old Lee Rigby 
was butchered outside a Lon¬ 
don army barracks yesterday, 
while an extra 1,200 officers 
were deployed on the capital's 
streets in a bid to reassure the 
public. 

The intelligence agencies 
meanwhile came under scrutiny 
after it emerged that the two 
murder suspects, who were in¬ 
jured in police gunfire at the 
scene, had been known to the 


security services. 

Both men, aged 28 and 22, 
are believed to be Britons of 
Nigerian origin. One of them 
had frequented meetings by the 
now-banned Islamist group Al- 
Muhajiroun, its UK leader 
Anjem Choudary told AFP. 

The two chief suspects are 
under arrest in separate hospi¬ 
tals. They are both stable and 
their injuries are not life threa¬ 
tening, police said. 

In a brazen mid-afternoon 
attack in Woolwich, southeast 
London, the pair apparently 
hacked Rigby with knives and 
a meat cleaver before attemp¬ 
ting to explain their actions in 
an Islamist tirade to passers-by. 

The victim was a machine 
gunner who served with 
NATO-led forces in Afgha¬ 
nistan in 2009, the defence min¬ 
istry said. 

Police searched five proper¬ 


ties in London and one in a vil¬ 
lage in eastern England, and an¬ 
nounced the arrests of a man 
and a woman, both aged 29, for 
conspiracy to murder. 

Detectives are sifting 
through witness statements, so¬ 
cial media and security camera 
footage, while forensic experts 
have been combing the scene in 
Woolwich for evidence. 

Cameron has condemned 
the "barbaric" attack and said it 
was likely terrorist-related, 
while experts said the murder 
had the hallmarks of a militant 
Islamist attack. 

Media reports citing wit¬ 
nesses said the men first ran 
over their victim in a car before 
finishing him off with the 
knives. 

A government source said 
"we will be looking into the 
possibility that they were 
known" to the security services.

Sweden's failure to integrate swathes of its immigrant population, but in this small, 
consensus-driven country, there was little agreement on how to solve the problem. 


Heavy rain was forecast for 
much of the day, soaking the 
disaster zone where residents 
had just the day before, under 
clear blue skies, picked 
through the rubble of their 
shattered houses to recover 
personal effects. 

Localized street flooding 
complicated access for emer¬ 
gency and clean-up vehicles, 
while construction workers and 
utility linemen took temporary 


refuge in their trucks to avoid 
exposure to lightning strikes. 

The Oklahoma Department 
of Emergency Management 
has said 2,400 homes were 
damaged and 10,000 people 
affected, in a community of 
56,000. Yesterday, Governor 
Mary Fallin's office updated 
the number of injured to 377, 
adding: "All people thought 
missing have been accounted 
for at this time." 


In an Oklahoma City fu¬ 
neral home, some 250 family 
and friends gathered yesterday 
to mourn the loss of Antonia 
Candelaria, age nine, one of 
the seven children who died in 
the rubble of Plaza Towers El¬ 
ementary School. 

Like most schools in tor¬ 
nado-prone Oklahoma, the 
school had no purpose-built 
storm shelter for its nearly 500 
students and staff.

Necklace worth 2 min euros 
stolen in second Cannes heist 



PARIS (AFP) - Thieves have 
made off with a diamond neck¬ 
lace worth 2 million euros 
($2.6 million) made by 
Switzerland's De Grisogono in 
the second jewellery theft at 
this year's Cannes Film Festi¬ 
val, the company said on 
Thursday. 

The heist took place during 
a gala evening Tuesday organ¬ 
ised by the jeweller and at¬ 
tended by, among others, Paris 



Hilton and Sharon Stone. 

"Unfortunately, after the end 
of the festivities, Grisogono 
employees discovered that a 
necklace of high value, which 
was part of the collection 
launched during the evening, 
had disappeared despite the se¬ 
curity measures in place which 
included 80 security agents 
and police," said the Swiss 
jeweller. 

The necklace comes com¬ 


plete with 19 white diamonds, 
19 yellow diamonds, emeralds 
and brown diamonds, it added. 

A police source estimated 
the catalogue price of the neck¬ 
lace at 1.9 million euros. 

This year's Cannes festival 
has been plagued by a series of 
thefts, including the spectacu¬ 
lar heist last Friday of a million 
euros worth of jewellery from 
a hotel room occupied by an 
American employee of Swiss 
jewellery-maker Chopard. 

Police said they were inves¬ 
tigating a complaint filed by 
De Grisogono and that the 
necklace had gone missing in 
the resort town of Antibes near 
Cannes. 

At least two apartments 
rented by film executives have 
also been burgled during the 
festival, with thieves taking 
cash, jewellery and other per¬ 
sonal items.

Dutch trader arrested 
for 'horsemeat fraud 1

THE HAGUE (AFP) - Dutch 
meat wholesaler Willy Selten 
was arrested yesterday for al¬ 
legedly selling 300 tonnes of 
horsemeat labelled as beef, the 
public prosecutor said. 

The prosecutor's office said 
that Dutch food safety authority 
NVWA arrested the man, 
whom media identified as Sel¬ 
ten, allegedly a key player in 
Europe's horsemeat scandal, as 
part of "a criminal investigation 
into labelling horsemeat as 
beef." 

The statement said the man's 
company was the same as the 
one searched as part of an ini¬ 
tial probe when Europe's adul¬ 
terated beef scandal erupted in 
February. 

Selten in April failed to 
quash an order recalling 50,000 
tonnes of potentially contami¬ 
nated horsemeat that had 
passed through his plant in the 
southern Dutch city of Oss. 

The NVWA asked hundreds 
of companies across Europe 
supplied by Selten to check 
their products. 

Selten's company was last 
month also declared bankrupt 
and placed under curatorship. 

An investigation showed that 
this horsemeat was processed 
as beef according to the com¬ 
pany's accounts, which said that 
the business only sold beef, the 
statement said. 

The accounts did not say 
from where the meat came or to 


where it went. A third person 
from the company was inter¬ 
viewed in connection with the 
alleged fraud on Tuesday and 
Wednesday, the prosecutor 
said. 

Selten's meat processing 
plant handled imports from var¬ 
ious European countries and 
delivered to retailers, meat 
wholesalers, butchers, the meat 
processing industry and super¬ 
markets throughout Europe. 

Since the horsemeat scandal 
erupted in Ireland in January, 
governments have scrambled to 
figure out how and where the 
mislabelling of meat happened 
in the sprawling chain of pro¬ 
duction spanning abattoirs and 
meat suppliers across Europe. 

The scandal prompted the 
European Commission to order 
tests of food across the Euro¬ 
pean Union which showed that 
almost one in 20 meals mar¬ 
keted as beef was likely to be 
tainted with horse. 

Though the scare first 
erupted in Ireland and Britain, 
there was no trace of horse- 
tainted products in either coun¬ 
try, with the highest number 
found in France, Greece, Latvia 
and Denmark in that order. 

The scandal led to meatballs 
in Ikea stores, sausages in Rus¬ 
sia and frozen burgers in 
Britain's Tesco chain being 
pulled from shelves by the mil¬ 
lions. 
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SARS-like virus 
patent complicating 
diagnosis: Saudi 


GENEVA (AFP) - Saudi Ara¬ 
bia lamented yesterday that 
foreign drug companies had 
patented the new SARS-like 
virus that has killed 22 people 
worldwide in less than a year, 
slowing down the diagnosis 
process considerably. 

"We are still struggling 
with diagnostics and the rea¬ 
son is that the virus was 
patented by scientists and is 
not allowed to be used for in¬ 
vestigations by other scien¬ 
tists,” said Saudi Deputy 
Health Minister Ziad Memish. 

He told diplomats gath¬ 
ered in Geneva for the World 
Health Assembly, the UN 
health agency's decision¬ 
making body, that the coron- 
avirus that first emerged last 
June had been "sent out of the 
country.” 

"It was patented, and con¬ 
tracts were signed with vac¬ 
cine companies and anti-viral 
drug companies” which now 
need to give their approval 
every time another lab wants 
to use the virus, he said. 

"I think strongly that the 
delay in the development of 
.... (diagnostic procedures is 
related to the patenting of the 
virus,” Memish said. 

WHO chief Margaret 
Chan expressed outrage at 
the information. 

"Why would your scien¬ 
tists send specimens out to 
other laboratories on a bilat¬ 
eral manner and allow other 
people to take intellectual 
property right on new dis¬ 
ease?” she asked. 

"Any new disease is full of 
uncertainty,” she said, urging 
the WHO's 194 member 
states to only share "viruses 
and specimens with WHO 
collaborating centres, ... not 
in a bilateral manner.” 

"I will follow it up. I will 


look at the legal implications 
together with the Kingdom of 
Saudi Arabia. No IP (intellec¬ 
tual property) should stand in 
the way of you, the countries 
of the world, to protect your 
people,” she told the dele¬ 
gates to thundering applause. 

So far, there have been 44 
lab-confirmed cases world¬ 
wide of the virus which until 
now has been known as the 
novel coronavirus, or nCoV- 
EMC, but which this week 
was redubbed the Middle 
East Respiratory Syndrome 
Coronavirus (MERS CoV). 

Saudi Arabia by far counts 
the most cases, with 30 con¬ 
firmed infections and 17 fa¬ 
talities, while cases have also 
been detected in Jordan, 
Qatar, Tunisia, the United 
Arab Emirates, Germany, 
Britain and France. 

The virus is a cousin of 
Severe Acute Respiratory 
Syndrome (SARS), which 
triggered a scare 10 years ago 
when it erupted in east Asia, 
leaping to humans from ani¬ 
mal hosts and eventually 
killing some 800 people. 

Like SARS, the new virus 
appears to cause an infection 
deep in the lungs, with pa¬ 
tients suffering from a tem¬ 
perature, cough and breathing 
difficulty, but it differs from 
SARS in that it also causes 
rapid kidney failure. 

Memish stressed that a lot 
of uncertainty remains around 
how the virus spreads and 
what symptoms to look for, 
pointing out that some pa¬ 
tients have instead of respira¬ 
tory difficulties shown signs 
like diarrhoea and vomiting. 

He also said diagnoses 
were problematic and in some 
cases tests needed to be per¬ 
formed two or even three 
times. 


Experts favor US approval 
of Merck sleeping pill 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - An 
independent panel of experts 
recommended US approval of 
a new Merck sleeping pill 
called suvorexant, but ex¬ 
pressed concerns over the 
highest dosage and risks of 
drowsy daytime driving. 

A majority of the panel 
voted that the drug was safe 
and effective in most cases, 
but experts were divided on 
the question of approving the 
safety of higher doses if lower 
doses did not appear to work

for patients. 

The drug works differently 
than the top sleeping aid on the 
market at present, Sanofi’s 
Ambien, or zolpidem, which 
boosts neurotransmitters 
known as GABA receptors. 

Merck said suvorexant 
blocks "wakefulness-promot¬ 
ing orexin neurons” from 
working. If approved, it would 
be the first time the chemical 
is released on the US market. 

FDA doctors who reviewed 
the research on the drug ahead 
of the panel meeting said it ap¬ 
peared effective but not safe at 
the higher doses studied. 

The independent panel de¬ 
bated the findings all day, with 
one of the main topics being 
whether a lower dose of 10 mg 
would be safe, effective and 
avoid risks such as dangerous 
driving from persistent sleepi¬ 
ness. 

Merck's representative said 
the response from a 10 mg 
dose would be "quite small 
and not very different from the 
placebo response.” 

However, FDA reviewers 
believed the lesser amount 
would likely work, leading 
one doctor on the panel to re¬ 
mark that he felt he was in an 
episode of the "Twilight 
Zone,” where the government 
was saying a drug would work 
while the pill's maker dis¬ 
agreed.

H7N9 bird 
flu can 
spread in 
mammals: 
study 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
H7N9 strain of bird flu can 
spread among ferrets and could 
do the same among humans 
under certain conditions, ac¬ 
cording to lab animal studies 
on the virus published yester¬ 
day. 

So far there have been no 
known cases of human-to- 
human spread of the new virus, 
which has infected 131 people 
and killed 36 since it first 
emerged in China in March. 

If the virus were found to be 
able to spread easily among 
humans, experts fear it could 
trigger a widespread pandemic. 
Animal studies are a first step 
toward understanding how eas¬ 
ily the virus might spread in 
people. 

Scientists infected lab fer¬ 
rets with a sample of H7N9 
taken from one of the people 
who died from it, and found 
that the virus spread among 
ferrets in direct contact, said 
the report. 

The virus was also found to 
be transmissible by air, though 
just one of the three ferrets 
tested became ill in this way. 

The study also tested pigs, 
which are considered even 
closer than ferrets to humans, 
and found that pigs could be¬ 
come infected but that they did 
not pass the virus to each other. 

Ferrets that were infected 
did not show symptoms of ill¬ 
ness right away, even though 
they had the virus in their nasal 
secretions, which the study au¬ 
thors noted was typical in pan¬ 
demic and seasonal influenza. 

After the infected animals 
were autopsied, the virus was 
found to be replicating in the 
upper as well as the lower res¬ 
piratory tract, and viral RNA 
was detected in the ferrets' tra¬ 
chea, lungs, lymph nodes and 
brains. 

Mittal, who was not in¬ 
volved in the research, said that 
it is not unusual for certain 
highly pathogenic viruses to 
reach the brain, but it is not 
often seen in human flu pan¬ 
demics and more research is 
needed. 

Some symptoms might in¬ 
clude confusion, dizziness, se¬ 
vere headache and neck pain, 
he said.

IMF chief grilled in 
Paris court over 
2007 payout scandal

Netherlands reaffirms deficit 
target of 3.0% for 2014 


PARIS (AFP) - IMF chief 
Christine Lagarde faces another 
day of questioning after being 
grilled for hours Thursday by 
French prosecutors who are de¬ 
ciding if she should be charged 
over a state payout to a dis¬ 
graced tycoon during her time 
as finance minister. 

Lagarde has downplayed the 
investigation, but the stakes are 
high for both her and the Inter¬ 
national Monetary Fund, which 
has expressed confidence in La¬ 
garde. 

Lagarde, 57, was seen leav¬ 
ing a Paris court late on Thurs¬ 
day after being quizzed by 
prosecutors for around 12 hours. 
"See you tomorrow," she told 
reporters as she left the building. 

The Court of Justice of the 
Republic (CJR), which probes 
cases of ministerial misconduct, 
is seeking an explanation of her 
2007 handling of a row that re¬ 
sulted in 400 million euros 
($515 million) being paid to 
controversial business figure 
Bernard Tapie. 

Criminal charges against La¬ 
garde, known for her intellec¬ 
tual prowess and elegance, 
would mark the second straight 
scandal for an IMF chief, after 
her predecessor Dominique 
Strauss-Kahn, also from France, 
resigned in disgrace in 2011 
over an alleged assault on a 
New York hotel maid. 

Her court appearance came a 
day after Lagarde, the first 
woman to run an organisation

considered the pillar of the in¬ 
ternational financial system, 
was named the world's seventh 
most powerful woman by 
Forbes magazine. 

Tapie, a former politician, 
went to prison for match-fixing 
during his time as president of 
French football club Olympique 
de Marseille. 

Prosecutors working for the 
CJR suspect he received 
favourable treatment in return 
for supporting Nicolas Sarkozy 
in the 2007 presidential election. 

They have suggested Lagarde 
— who at the time was finance 
minister — was partly responsi¬ 
ble for "numerous anomalies 
and irregularities" which could 
lead to charges for complicity in 
fraud and misappropriation of 
public funds. 

The investigation centres on 
her 2007 move to ask a panel of 
judges to arbitrate in a dispute 
between Tapie and Credit Lyon¬ 
nais, the collapsed, partly state- 
owned bank, over his 1993 sale 
of sports group Adidas. 

Tapie had accused Credit Ly¬ 
onnais of defrauding him by 
consciously undervaluing Adi¬ 
das at the time of the sale and 
argued that the state, as the for¬ 
mer principal shareholder in the 
bank, should compensate him. 


KLEVE (AFP) - Dutch Prime 
Minister Mark Rutte said 
Thursday that his government 
is sticking to its target of bring¬ 
ing its deficit back within EU 
limits by next year and will not 
ask the EU for a delay. 

"We are endeavouring to 
bring the budget deficit down 
to 3.0 percent (of output) in 
2014. We're not going to ask 
for extra time," Rutte told a 
news conference following a 
meeting here with his German 
counterpart, Angela Merkel. 


RIO DE JANEIRO (AFP) - 
Brazil will auction conces¬ 
sions to operate an offshore 
oil field believed to hold up 
to 12 billion barrels of crude, 
the government said Thurs¬ 
day. 

The tender process will 
take place in late October, 
said Magda Chambriard, di¬ 
rector of the National Oil 
Agency. New estimates are 
that the so-called Libra oil 
field holds between eight bil¬ 
lion and 12 billion barrels of 
oil — the largest find ever in 
Brazil, she said. 

The field covers 1,500 
square kilometers and lies in 


The Netherlands' public 
deficit came in at 4.1 percent 
of gross domestic product 
(GDP) last year, the fourth 
year in a row it has breached 
the EU's 3.0 percent ceiling. 

The public deficit, which 
also includes local government 
and health spending, declined 
from 4.5 percent of gross do¬ 
mestic product in 2011 and a 
high of 5.6 percent in 2009. 

The country is implement¬ 
ing a programme of spending 
cuts in order to squeeze the 


ultra-deep waters under a 
thick layer of salt. 

By way of comparison, the 
so-called Marlim field, which 
is the most productive one 
Brazil now has operating — at 
600,000 barrels per day — has 
a recoverable oil volume of 2 
billion barrels, Chambriard 
said. 

Another, called Roncador, 
has 2.5 billion, she added. 
But Libra is another thing al¬ 
together. 

"I have worked in the oil 
industry for 30 years and 
have never seen anything like 
it," she said. "Something this 
size will raise eyebrows all 
over the world." 

Brazil's sprawling pre-salt 
oil reserves were first discov¬ 
ered in 2007. 

Libra will be auctioned off 
as a single bloc, under 2010 
legislation that increases the 
government's control over the 
pre-salt reserves and its share 
of the profits.

The Dutch goverment also 
announced it would explore 
the sale of the one-third stake 
it owns in British-based ura¬ 
nium enrichment specialist 
Urenco. 

The government said in a 
statement that the council of 
ministers had approved explor¬ 
ing the sale of part or the entire 
stake, and was in discussion 
with the other shareholders in 
the company which supplies 
nuclear fuel to power plants in 
Europe and the United States. 

The announcement came a 
month after the British govern¬ 
ment said it would consider 
selling its one-third stake, 
while German power compa¬ 
nies E.ON and RWE indicated 
in January they would put up 
their equal shares of the re¬ 
maining third in Urenco. 

Dutch media estimate Ure¬ 
nco to be worth some 10 bil¬ 
lion euros ($13 billion). 

However the Dutch govern¬ 
ment indicated it would not 
sell its stake unless the "public 
interests concerning non-pro¬ 
liferation, nuclear security and 
deliveries were guaranteed in 
an effective manner." 

Urenco was created in 1971 
following a treaty between 
Britain, Germany and the 
Netherlands on nuclear enrich¬ 
ment. 

French nuclear fuel com¬ 
pany Areva has expressed in¬ 
terest in acquiring Urenco. 

Dutch Finance Minister 
Jeroen Dijsselbloem told law¬ 
makers in a letter that plans by 
Britain and the German power 
companies to sell their stake 
forced the Netherlands to join 
the sale to protect its interests, 
as it would have little voice if 
left a minority shareholder.

Bringing Spock to life for a new generation of Trekkies

Quinto as Spock 


— Director J.J. Abrams has 
captured the imagination of a 
new generation with the first 
two installments of his STAR 
TREK trilogy, the latest, ’’Into 
Darkness” now playing at the¬ 
aters on Aruba. A crucial as¬ 
pect of success for this 
retelling of a beloved fran¬ 
chise, which spawned a gener¬ 
ation of devoted fans, and, was 
the casting of the principals, 
particularly the iconic and 
challenging role of Spock. For 
many, Leonard Nimoy IS 
Spock, but Quinto has master¬ 
fully made the part his own, 
bringing a vulnerability and 
humanity to the character 
rarely revealed during the TV 
episodes. 

Originally from Pittsburgh, 
Pennsylvania, Quinto reports 
his father is ”100% Sicilian, 
while my mother is Irish, 
Scottish, French, part Chero¬ 
kee and Black Foot Indian. I’m 
a mutt. People ask me if I’m 
Italian, I say I’m American” 
He was bitten by the acting 
bug while still in high school 
and won the Gene Kelly Award 
for his performance in The Pi¬ 
rates of Panzance; he then en¬ 
rolled in The Carnegie Mellon 
University School of Drama. 

Though his success can be 
credited to his roles on TV and 
in films, he expressed “a strong 
desire to do theatre again as 
soon as it is humanly possible. 
It’s how I forged a relationship 
with the craft of acting and it’s 
something that is always going 
to be where my heart is—on 
stage. I don’t have a particular 
affinity for musical theater as I 
do for plays, but that’s not to 
say that I wouldn’t visit it 
again some day as I get older 
I’d like to do Sweeny Todd.” 

Quinto appeared on several 
TV shows before landing a 
lead role as the epitome of evil 
in "Heroes,” playing ”Syler.” 
The range he displayed during 
the series’ run, from a killer 


with no conscience, to a sym¬ 
pathetic character and back 
again, demonstrated his talent 
and range; eventually winning 
him the coveted role of 
’’Spock.” 

TMN Hollywood Corre¬ 
spondent Noel de Sousa con¬ 
siders the new STAR TREK: 
INTO DARKNESS ’’ener¬ 
getic, exciting, action packed 
and visually spectacular. I’m 
sure that the Trekies will love 
it and the non-trekies will fine 
it hard to tune it out.” He met 
with Zachary Quinto in Lon¬ 
don while the actor was attend¬ 
ing the world premiere. 

NDS: You have been away 
from Star Trek for four years 
now and the team is back; what 
was your reaction when you 
first read the script? 

Quinto : I was both excited 
and impressed by the magni¬ 
tude and the scale and scope of 
this movie. It was a bigger film 
and a little bit more challeng¬ 
ing to shoot as a result. Spock 
has a lot more physical action 
in this film, so it required a lot 


more training and 
preparation for me. I 
feel like I went into 
the beginning of the 
process of feeling 
connected to my 
body, and that al¬ 
lowed me to inhabit 
the character pretty 
easily, but it still took 
a few days to adjust to 
the character because 
I’d been away from it 
for so long. 

NDS: Kirk and 
Spock have a very 
special friendship and 
each watches out for 
the other. In your per¬ 
sonal life, who 
watches out for you? 

Quinto: I surround 
myself with a very 
close and tight knit 
group of people, they 
are my inner circle, I 
always rely on them and they 
can always rely on me. 

NDS: Do you think they 
will be there in a dangerous sit¬ 
uation? 

Quinto: Hopefully, I think 
they will. 

NDS: Part of the title of this 
STAR TREK is ’’Into Dark¬ 
ness.” I was wondering if for 
you, personally, there was a pe¬ 
riod of darkness in your life, 
and when did you see the 
light? 

(^//^Professionally, there 
was a period just before I was 
cast in HEROES where I was 
frustrated with my career. I 
was really depressed, like just 
about every actor is. I asked 
myself what am I doing and 
should I continue to do it, or is 
there some thing else that I 
should do that would bring me 
the level of happiness that act¬ 
ing does, and if there is, I had 
better start looking into it. 
Then HEROES came along 
and it was like winning the lot¬ 
tery, and then winning the lot¬ 
tery again with Star Trek. It 
took me into the light. I’ve had 
such a rich journey and so 
many creative opportunities. 
Now I have my own produc¬ 
tion company. I’ve been able to 
do all these things because of 
the exposure that I’ve had; it’s 
fulfilled me and brought me to 
a place of satisfaction and hap¬ 
piness. You can’t have the light 
without the dark. I think it’s 
important to embrace all as¬ 
pects of yourself and I try to do 
that in as many ways as possi¬ 
ble. 

NDS: Is that why you came 
out and declared you were 
gay? Did you think your pro¬ 
fessional opportunities would 
diminish? 


Quinto: No. I think 
today the industry and 
people in general are 
pretty accepting of one’s 
sexuality, other wise I 
would not be sitting here 
talking to you. I think 
that the personal price 
that I had to pay was not 
coming out, and the 
years that it took me to 
come to terms with my¬ 
self and accept myself, 
finally coming to the 
point where I felt like 
making that declaration. 

It requires a tremendous 
amount of self-examina¬ 
tion and preparation. The 
price I paid was a per¬ 
sonal one; now I have no inter¬ 
est in anyone who is anything 
other than supportive, because 
I feel that we live in a world 
and at a time when this kind of 
assertion needs to be more 
common. For me to be one of 
the leads in STAR TREK and 
being openly gay is something 
that I take great pride in. When 
I was growing up, nowhere 
that I looked could I see some¬ 
one like that who inspired me, 
so that motivated me to come 
to terms with myself sooner, 
because I thought I could rep¬ 
resent that for many young 
people who are struggling with 
their sexuality. I know that I 
have already made an impact 
because I hear from them all 
the time. That’s my goal and 
that’s something that I’m enor¬ 
mously grateful for. I don’t feel 
limited in my work or my op¬ 
portunities. All of the people 
I’ve worked with have de¬ 
clared their support for me. I 
live an authentic life and that is 
the goal for me. 

NDS: Why do you think 
others have not followed your 
lead? 

Quinto\ Because people are 
afraid obviously, and I have no 
judgment of those people be¬ 
cause it’s an incredibly per¬ 
sonal journey and they are 
conditioned to be afraid. That’s 
the responsibility that society 
has to step up to. The wave of 
equality is cresting, it’s all over 
the world, it’s a movement and 
I didn’t want that movement to 
pass me by. I wanted to be a 
part of it and I think that more 
people will in time, because 
times are changing and experi¬ 
ences like I am having will be¬ 
come more common. There are 
people who did it before I did 
and it is because of them I did 
what I did and the chain will 
continue; it’s a cumulative 
process and I’m glad to be a 
part of it. 

NDS: Coming back to 


Spock; what is your analysis of 
the character and how do you 
relate to him? 

Quinto: I have a tremendous 
respect for the character, actu¬ 
ally. I think he is very compas¬ 
sionate but also very balanced 
and logical. He strives for a 
level of equanimity that is 
sometimes difficult to find in 
our lives as human beings. I 
think, to a certain extent, I’m a 
logical person like he is, but I 
can be incredibly impulsive 
and emotional in my responses 
and reactions to things. I’m a 
Gemini, so I feel like I posses 
a similar kind of duality that is 
beneficial for a character like 
this. 

NDS: Are there more STAR 
TREKS in your future? 

Quinto: We have signed to 
do three more.

SAN FRANCISCO (AFP) - 
Safety recommendations made 
by America's Cup regatta direc¬ 
tor Iain Murray in the wake of 
British yachtsman Andrew 
Simpson's death will be made 
rules of the event, officials said 
on Thursday. 

Tom Ehman, vice com¬ 
modore of the host Golden 
Gate Yacht Club, said the 37 
ideas to make the powerful 
AC72 catamarans safer were 
part of an overall safety plan 
submitted to the US Coast 
Guard of part of the request for 
a race permit. 

And there was concern the 
regatta permit might be turned 
down by the Coast Guard in the 
wake of Simpson's death and a 
spectacular capsizing of an Or¬ 
acle team AC72 on San Fran¬ 
cisco Bay last year in which no 
one was hurt. 

Simpson, an Olympic gold 
medalist and crew member of 
Swedish team Artemis, died 
when Artemis' AC72 capsized 
while training on San Fran¬ 
cisco Bay on May 9. 

He was apparently trapped 
beneath a solid piece of the 
boat and could not be revived 
after being found. The exact 
cause of the accident is still 
under review by Artemis and 
by an America's Cup panel 
headed by Murray. 

Buoyancy aids, body armor 
and helmet beacon locator de¬ 
vices were among the recom¬ 
mendations announced 

Wednesday by Murray — all 
ideas discussed by teams made 
more urgent after the death of 
Simpson, nicknamed "Bart", 
two weeks ago.

Formula One: Frustrated 
Pirelli ready to quit, says 
chief 



MONTE-CARLO (AFP) - 
Italian tyre suppliers Pirelli on 
Thursday gave Formula One a 
stark warning about their cur¬ 
rent stalled talks on a new deal 
- and warned they are ready to 
pull out at the end of this sea¬ 
son. 

Pirelli's motorsport director 
Paul Hembery said that the 
sport was facing an "extremely 
serious situation" which must 
be resolved quickly. If not, he 
said, Pirelli would find it im¬ 
possible to make new tyres for 
the 2014 season. 

"Apparently on September 
1, we are meant to tell them 
(the teams) everything that 
they need to know with the 
tyres for next season, but now 
we are in mid-May," he ex¬ 
plained. 

"You can imagine how ludi¬ 
crous that is when we have not 
got contracts in place. Maybe 
we won't be here." 

Hembery's warning comes 
after a series of negative com¬ 
ments from all sides following 
the pit-stop-decorated Spanish 
Grand Prix earlier this month 
and an open war of words be¬ 
tween the teams about the fast- 


wearing tyres supplied to FI 
this year. 

Talks between Pirelli and the 
teams about the details of any 
new deal for next year have 
stalled, leaving Pirelli frus¬ 
trated and warning that it will 
soon be impossible to comply 
with the demands of any con¬ 
tract for 2014. 

It is believed that Pirelli has 
agreed a commercial deal with 
FI ringmaster Bemie Eccle¬ 
stone, but that general deal re¬ 
quires the support of 
agreements between Pirelli and 
the teams and also the ruling 
body, the International Motor¬ 
ing Federation (FIA). Some 
teams are understood to be re¬ 
luctant to reach any agreement 
with Pirelli. 

During a news conference in 
Monaco, Hembery said that 
Pirelli had already set an inter¬ 
nal deadline for an answer 
from the teams, but declined to 
reveal the date. 

"I have always said we will 
never declare an internal dead¬ 
line, but clearly time is already 
getting too late. Things are get¬ 
ting extremely serious."

James, recently named reg¬ 
ular season Most Valuable 
Player for the fourth time, 
lived up to the billing with his 
buzzer-beating exploit, ensur¬ 
ing the reigning NBA champi¬ 
ons retained home court 
advantage in the best-of-seven 
series. 

James finished with 30 
points, 10 rebounds and 10 as¬ 
sists for the ninth post-season 
triple-double of his career. 

Paul George had given Indi¬ 
ana a 102-101 lead with three 
clutch free throws with 2.2 
seconds left in overtime. 

But after a timeout, the Heat 
inbounded the ball and got it 
into their superstar's hands — 
and James did not disappoint. 

With George just out of po¬ 
sition defensively, James 
whirled and attacked the bas¬ 
ket, making the left-handed 
shot to seal the victory. 

George had sent the game 
into overtime with a three- 
pointer in the last second of 
regulation. 

The winner of the series ad¬ 
vances to the NBA finals to 


take on the Western Confer¬ 
ence champions for the league 
crown. San Antonio lead 
Memphis 2-0 in the Western 
finals. 

Dwyane Wade added 19 
points for Miami, while Chris 
Bosh chipped in 17 and re¬ 
serve Chris Anderson scored 
16 on 7-of-7 shooting. David 
West scored 26 and Roy Hib- 
bert added 19 for Indiana. 

After forcing overtime with 
his three-pointer, George 
opened overtime with a brace 
of free throws to give Indiana 
a 94-92 lead. 

Heat center Chris Andersen 
made two free-throws to knot 
the score at 94-94, but Pacers 
center Roy Hibbert's basket 
again put the visitors ahead 
96-94. 

Wade's layup tied it again, but 
George responded with a driv¬ 
ing layup, drawing a foul and 
making the free-throw to put 
Indiana ahead 99-96 with 2:05 
remaining. 

Bosh then scored on a sec¬ 
ond-chance basket and was 
fouled. He, too, converted the 
free-throw to tie it with 49.7 
seconds left. 

A layup by James gave the 
Heat a 101-99 lead with 10.8 
seconds remaining. After a 
scramble in which it seemed 
the Heat had made a steal, 
George emerged with the ball 
and went up for a three-point 
attempt but was fouled by 
Wade. 

George calmly stepped up 
to the line and made all three 
foul shots, but in the end he 
just couldn't stop James.

Duncan, 37, collected his 10th 
All-NBA First team selection 
but his first since 2007. In his 
16th NBA season, Duncan av¬ 
eraged 17.8 points, 9.9 re¬ 
bounds, 2.7 assists and 2.65 
blocked shots while hitting a 
career-best 81.7 percent of his 
free throws. 

Durant, on the team for the 
fourth time, averaged 28.1 
points while hitting 51.0 per¬ 
cent from the field and 90.5 
percent from the free throw 
line, both career bests. 

Paul, an All-NBA First 
Team selection for the third 
time, had a league-best 4.26 
assist-to-turnover ratio. In 13 
games, he had 11 or more as¬ 
sists while making no more 
than one turnover. 

Paul, the 2013 All-Star 
Game Most Valuable Player, 
averaged 16.9 points, an NBA 
second-best 9.7 assists a game 


and a league-best 2.41 steals a 
game. 

James received all 119 pos¬ 
sible first team votes for the 
maximum possible 595 points. 
Durant was second on 555 fol¬ 
lowed by Paul on 537, Bryant 
on 521 and Duncan topped 
centers with 392 points. 

The All-NBA Second Team 
included two non-US players, 
San Antonio guard Tony 
Parker from France and Span¬ 
ish center Marc Gasol from 
Memphis, plus Oklahoma City 
guard Russell Westbrook and 
forwards Blake Griffin of the 
Clippers and Carmelo An¬ 
thony of New York. 

The All-NBA Third Team 
included Miami's Dwyane 
Wade, Houston's James 
Harden, Indiana's Paul 
George, Golden State's David 
Lee and Lakers center Dwight 
Howard.

NBA: LeBron unanimous selection 
to All-NBA top squad 



NEW YORK (AFP) - LeBron 
James, who won his fourth 
NBA Most Valuable Player 
Award in five seasons this 
year, was the only unanimous 
choice on the All-NBA First 
Team all-star squad an¬ 
nounced by the league on 
Thursday. 


The Miami Heat superstar 
was joined on the lineup cho¬ 
sen by a media panel by NBA 
scoring leader Kevin Durant 
of Oklahoma City, Chris Paul 
of the Los Angeles Clippers, 
Tim Duncan of Aan Antonio 
and Kobe Bryant of the Los 
Angeles Lakers. 


It was the 11th first-team 
nod for Bryant, matching the 
record set by Utah Jazz Hall of 
Fame forward Karl Malone. 

James powered the Heat to 
a league-best 66-16 record and 
was the only player to lead his 
team in scoring, rebounds and 
assists — pouring in 26.8 
points, grabbing 8.0 rebounds 
and passing off 7.3 assists a 
game. 

James also had career-best 
accuracy rates of 56.5 percent 
from the field and 40.6 percent 
from 3-point range and at age 
28 became the youngest player 
to reach 20,000 career points. 

Bryant, on the team for the 
eighth year in a row despite 
the Lakers barely struggling 
into the playoffs, averaged 
27.3 points. The 34-year-old 
playmaker moved past leg¬ 
endary Laker big man Wilt 
Chamberlain into fourth on the 
NBA all-time points list.
